The Box Car Situation 

The C.P.R. is the only railroad 
operating in the Macleod riding. 
Shipping centres at Lomond, Milo, 
Queenstown, Arrowwood, Blackie, 
High River, Brant, Vulcan, Cham¬ 
pion, Carmangay, Barons, Nanton, 
Stavely, Claresholm and Macleod 
and other points have all had a 
shortage of box ears. The C.P.R. 
shipping points all across Canada 
report similar conditions. The ship¬ 
ping points on the C.N.R. appear 
to be in better shape. 

This shortage of box cars on 
C.P.R. lines is a deplorable situa¬ 
tion which has given us all some 
worry. The problem is still not 
completely corrected but I hope 
there has been some improvement. 

I am grateful to the FUA locals, 
Lions Clubs, mayors and indivi¬ 
duals who have written or sent 
telegrams. These have all been 
used in committee and on the floor 
of the House and in addition made 
available to ministers and others. 

I hope those who have written 
or sent telegrams will continue to 
give me first hand reports which 
I find extremely valuable. In the 
near future, we shall have Mr. 
Emerson, President of the C.P.R. 
before the railway committee and 
your letters and telegrams bring¬ 
ing the local situation up to date 
will greatly help me, at that time. 

I support the suggestion that

NITROGEN-PI lOSPIIOKOUS 
FERTILIZER SUGGESTED 


Farmers who would normally use 
a fertilizer with a high percentage 
of phosphorous on fallow land this 
spring should consider using a 
nitrogen-phosphorous fertilizer in¬ 
stead. This procedure will be more 
practical than waiting for the re¬ 
sults of soil samples submitted for 
analysis after the snow goes. 

According to A. W. Goettel, 
Supervisor of Soils with the pro¬ 
vincial Department of Agriculture, 
soil samples taken from many 
areas of Alberta last fall showed 
that from one-half to two-thirds 
of the fallow land intended for 
spring planting is likely to require 
additional nitrogen. Many of the 
samples analyzed by the Soil Test¬ 
ing Laboratory showed a low to 
medium level of nitrogen. 

Mr. Goettel points out that last 
summer's cool moist conditions 
were probably responsible for the 
low levels of available nitrogen dn 
fallow land last fall. It is well 
known that the moisture content 
and temperature of the soil can 
greatly affect the release of nitro¬ 
gen. Soil nitrates can also be lost 
through leaching but this is un¬ 
likely to have happened last year 
since soil tests indicate that the 
nitrates were not present even at 
depths of two feet.

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enough nitrogen and require only 
phosphorous. This spring, however, 
many farmers will have to apply 
about 20 pounds of nitrogen in ad¬ 
dition to phosphorous. Some soils 
may even need as much as ■ 30 
pounds of nitrogen. Twenty pounds 
of elemental nitrogen can be sup¬ 
plied by applying 60 pounds of 
33.5-0-0 per acre. One hundred 
pounds of 16-20-0 and 23-23-0 
would supply 16 and 23 pounds of 
elemental nitrogen per acre re¬ 
spectively.
